Tite Dpty- oi a PMADitn.— In tho 
enurae of an adilrew lately delivered befoee 
the Dublin l^tw Institute, bv the Arch- 
bishop nf li obi in. we find tlie following 
observations in reference to the study iuiu 
pmrtice of the luw :—" ll haa been main- 
tained by uo mean authority, that it ia a 
pleader's duty to have no aoruples about 
any net whatever lhat may benefit hia 
client ! ' There are many whom it may 
he needful to remind.' wyi an eminent 
lawyer, 'that an aulvucate, by ihe >aered 
duty nf hia connexion with hia client, 
knows, iu tbe discliarge of that office, but 
una person in the world — th ( l client and 
iirnve other. To sure that flient by all 
<'"£|icdieul menus, lo pruteel that client al 
all hazards and uusta to all others (even 
the party already injured), and, amongst 
others, to himself, ia the bigbeal and must 
nuipii-'i iuiiril of his duties, And hr must 
not regard the alarm, the tufferiug, the 
torment, the destruction, which he may 
bring upon liny othen. Nay, separating 
even the duties of a patriot from thoac, of 
an advocate, he limit go on, reckless of 
the ctmsHpieuces, if his fate sliould unhap- 
pily be to involve hia country in cm if union. 
Ear Ins client.' 'License of Counsel, p, ,'l.] 
On the other hand, it ia recorded that 
' Sir Matthew Hale, whenever he was con- 
vinced of the injustice uf any cause, would 
engage notuore in it than to « plain to hia 
client (lie grounds of that conviction ; 
be abhorred ihe practice of miareetthigCTi- 
deuce, ipiulina precedents ill buoka falsely 
or unfairly, so as to deceive tponnt juries 
ur innllentivr judges : nnd he adhered 
tu the same scrupulous sincerity ia Ilia 
pleading* which he observed in ifie other 
transact ions of life :■ — It was as great a 
dishonour as a marl was capable of, that 
for a little money be was h'uVil to aay 
otherwise than be thoaght. (License of 
Counsel, p. -I.) Accordiug to one, then, 
of the writera I have eited, an advocate ii
